DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acl^nowledged of tine Amendment filed February 7, 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 4-34 are allowable over prior art. 

The following is an examiner's for allowance: Although prior art teaches an 
automated banking machine apparatus including a housing, an opening in the housing, 
a container in the housing, a moveable shaker member, and an actuator, the above 
identified prior art of record, taken alone, or in combination with any other prior art, fails 
to teach or fairly suggest the specific features of claims 1 and 4-34 of the present 
claimed invention. Although prior art teaches the shaker member comprising a resilient 
membrane extending across a lower portion of the container, prior art does not 
specifically teach the moveable shaker member's resilient flexible membrane being 
disposed above the bottom wall of the container. Prior art further fails to specifically 
teach the chest portion being generally L-shaped in cross section and that the chest 
portion including both a cash dispenser and acceptor mechanism which are mounted in 
a generally side-by-side relation. Lastly, prior art fails to teach the apparatus including 
at least one flexible support operatively extending between the bottom wall and the rigid 
plate and the connection between and configuration of the actuator and the rigid plate. 
The above limitations are not disclosed in prior art and moreover, one of ordinary skill in 
the art would not have been motivated to come to the claimed invention.
